The Hyporhefs granted, that Blood and 
Wine are analogous, and odferve the 
fame rules and method in cafting out ex- 
traneous bodies; the caule of Fevers will 
be thus underftood, when either from the 
defects of the Duumvirate, i.e. the Sto- 
mach andSpleen, change of Air or Diet, 
whereby the habit of the body is altered, 
violent Paffions, retention of Excrements, 
and the like an imperfeé and ill-dige- 
fted chyme is prepared, and conveyed in- 
to the mafs of blood, which being not fit 
for mixtore and affinilation, is refected 
and caft forth as an Heterogenous matter : 
From hence is caufed a commotion, or 
fermentation of the whole mafs of blood, 
which lafts fo long til the extraneous matter 
be caft out, either by the Pores of the 
skiny Ureters, Inteftins, or other emun- 
ories.
